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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claims as finally rejected do not distinguish 
the claimed system from the cited prior art. 

Applicant argues the combination of Craig and Surati does not teach or suggest a "means for improving the stereoscopic match between 
two images as viewed." The examiner respectfully disagrees. Keystoning and other geometric distortions are a well known problem when 
viewing a display/screen at an angle. Surati teaches a means (407, fig. 13a) of computationally mapping pixels to provide an image 
which has corrected for the geometeric distortions like keystoning (column 9, lines 13-25). Therefore when Surati is combined with Craig 
and used to correct distortions in an image of the display, the means corrects the problem of distortion and thus improves the 
stereoscopic match. 
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
